Equipped  with  a ventilating 
system,  the  imposing  edifice  was 
approximately  eight  feet  high 
and  four  feet  square. 

Persons  in  high  places  de- 
clared that  they  "had  no  knowl- 
edge of  a contract  having  been 
negotiated  for  the  new  build- 
ing.” 

PROVO  CITY  Police  stated 
that  no  reports  on  stolen  out- 
houses have  been  received  for 
the  past  few  days. 

Obviously  a “scrud  week” 
prank,  the  privy  was  reported 
to  have  been  placed  on  campus 
by  one  of  the  social  units  which 
are  holding  initiation  ceremon- 
ies this  week. 

Several  members  of  the  Vik- 
ing social  unit  denied  that  their 
organization  had  anything  to  do 
with  the  prank.  That  group  is 
known  to  be  observing  “scrud 
week.” 

AN  OFFICIAL  at  the  build- 
ings, and  grounds  office  reported 
that  “privies  are  a perennial 
problem.”  Stating  that  one  was 
removed  from  campus  last  year, 
he  added  that  the  latest  addition 
was  scheduled  for  a “fast  dis- 
appearance.” 

Bud  Smithson,  Bricker  presi- 
dent, commented,  “we  are  proud 
to  be  associated  with  outhouses.

President 
Taylor  indicated  that  the  an- 
nouncement would  be  released 
through  that  office.

After  a two-hour  discussion 
the  group  passed  by  a 13-3  vote 
the  proposed  amendment  which 
would  establish  a senate  com- 
posed of  elected  class  officers,

Griffin  found  the  trailer  when 
he  came  to  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity planning  Monday  to  con- 
tact each  unit  which  had  enter- 
ed a float  in  the  parade. 

VAL  PALMER,  Com  pton, 
Calif.,  float  chairman,  had  ar- 
ranged to  borrow  the  trailer.  He 
apparently  remembered  it  when 
he  read  a story  concerning  it  in 
the  Brigham  Young  Universe 
Nov.  22.  As  he  was  leaving  for 
California  for  Thanksgiving,  he 
called  Val  Hyrics  and  asked 
them  to  return  the  float-base. 

Monday,  while  Griffin  talked 
with  Dr.  Henry  L.  Isaksen,  stu- 
dent coordinator,  John  Ward, 
studentbody  second  vice  presi- 
dent and  Val  Hyric,  recalled 
Palmer's  message  and  told  Grif- 
fin where  the  trailer  was. 

THE  MIX-UP  apparently  oc- 
curred when  Palmer  delegated 
the  float  project  to  other  unit 
members  and  no  one  was  as- 
signed to  return  the  trailer.  Af-

STUDENTBODY  approval 
will  be  sought  during  winter 
quarter  registration,  Wid  Tin- 
gey,  studentbody  president,  said. 
Fifty  per  cent  of  the  student- 
body  must  vote  on  a constitu- 
tional amendment  and  a major- 
ity of  the  voting  group  must 
approve  the  amendment  for  it 
to  be  valid,  according  to  the 
present  constitution. 

THE  PROPOSED  amendment 
provides  for  class  presidents, 
vice  presidents,  and  three  sena- 
tors from  each  class  with  “a 
minimum  of  one  and  a maxi- 
mum of  three  from  the  graduate 
class,  based  on  proportionate 
size  of  the  class,  as  determined 
by  the  senate  prior  to  elections,” 
to  represent  the  classes. 

The  studentbody  president, 
and  AMS  and  AWS  heads  will 
complete  the  composition  of  the 
proposed  senate. 

INSTEAD  OF  business  being 
taken  directly  before  the  legis- 
lative body,  as  is  now.  done, 
there  would  be  sub-committee^ 
established  which  would  con- 
sider problems  and  make  rec- 
ommendations to  the  Senate  for 
action. 

There  would  be  a “minimum 
of  two  senators”  on  each  sub- 
committee and  these  senators 
would  form  their  committee  of 
"a  minimum  of  five  members 
from  without  the  Senate”  who 
would  be  directly  concerned 
with  the  activity. 

If  amendment  is  approved  the 
new  Senate  will  become  effec- 
tive at  the  beginning  of  winter 
quarter.
